Majestic to Be Torn Down to 
Make Room for Residen- 
tial Structure.

TWO SWORN ENEMIES KILL 
EACH OTHER IN WOMAN'S ROOM 


Roscoe Caldwell of Portageville, 
~ Mo., Wounded, Shoots Alvey 
Moad of Caruthersville.

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Apri? 
26.—Roscoe Caldwell, 35 years old, 
of Portageville, and Alvey Moad, 
26, of Carruthersville, shot and 
killed each other in the Richmond 
Hotel here early today as a climax 
to an enmity of more than a year's 
standing. The shooting occurred 
at 3 a.,m. in a room occupied by 
Lula amon of Caruthersville, 
who was the only witness. 

At an inquest today it was 
brought out that the two men had 
been sworn enemies for over a year 
but the cause was not known. Miss 
Bamon testified that Moad was in 
her room when Caldwell entered. 
The latter, she /said, drew a 7ye+ 
volver and with a remark that 
“Now I’ve got you,” shot. Moad be- 
low the heart. 

“You’ve got me,” the woman 
quoted Moad as having said, and 
asked Caldwell not to shoot him 
again. As Caldwell turned to leave 
the room, Moad drew a revolver 
and shot him in the back. Cald- 
well died immediately. Moad lived 
about half an hour. 

The woman was not hetd. Neith- 
er of the men was married.

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HULDUP SLAYER 
GEIS 99 YEARS 
UN GUILTY PLEA 


Jesse Wyatt, 20 Years Old, 
Sentenced for Killing 
C. C. Ladrick, East St. 
Louis Druggist. 


FIRST EXPERIENCE 
AS STORE ROBBER 


Defendant Weeps During 
His Attorney’s Closing 
Speech—Companion _ to 


Stand Trial. 


Jesse Wyatt, 20 years old, who 
killed a man the (first time he 
stepped outside the law, 
tenced to 99 years in prison today 
by City Judge Cook of East St. 
Louis, for the murder of Charles 
C. Ladrick, an Kast St. Louis drug- 
gist. The sentence followed a stir- 
ring one-hour plea for mercy upon 
the part of Wyatt's attorney, dur- 
ing which the defendant went. 
Wyatt pieaded guilty to the mur- 
der charge yesterday. 

Under the sentence he will be 
eligible for parole in 39 years, 
while, had he been sentenced to 
life imprisonment, he would have 
been eligible in 20 years. Judze 
Cook also ordered that each year 
on March 3, the anniversary of the 
niurder, Wyatt is to be placed in 
solitary confinement for 24 hours. 

Ladrick was killed in his drug 
store, 1401 Missouri avenue, when 
he reached gor a pistol after Wyatt 
entered the store and ordered, 
“Stick ’em up.” 

The holdup man fired twice and 
ran out of the back door, stepping 
over Ladrick’s body as he did so. 
There he met Otto Morgan, 24 
years old, of 25 North Fourteenth 
street, who had accompanied him 
to the store.

“I heard shots,” Morgan re- 
marked. 
“Yes, I had to shoot him,” was 


Wyatt's reply. 

Wvyatt and Morgap were arrest- 
ed six days after the murder and 
Wyatt confessed. He took police- 
men to the store and re-enacted 
the killing for them.: He reiterased 
his confession in the presence of 
witnesses. He pleaded guilty and 
let his plea stand, even after 
Judge Cook had warned him: 
“You may receive the death penal- 
ty or a life prison sentence.’’ 

Morgan pleaded not guilty to the 
murder charge, although he.  ad- 
mitted to the police that he went 
to the store with Wyatt after the 
latter said, “This wotild be a swell 
night for a stickup.” 


REBELS REPORTED ROUTED

Mexico City Heads Federal Cavalry

The retreating rebels abandoned 
two trains north of Navojoa at a 
point where they were halted by 
a burned bridge and began a March 
overland. 

The bulletin said that the rebels 
were fleeing precipitately to avoid 
“another La Reforma disaster,"’ 
this reference being to the terrific 
casualties inflicted upon the rebels 
in a fight at La Reforma, Chihua- 
hua, some weeks ago.

GOV.YOUNGSAYS 77 KILLED BY TORNADOES 


He WILL REVIEW 
MOONEY EVIDENCE 


California Executive Prom- 
ises to Give Matter His 
Attention on His Vaca- 


tion. 


NOW BUSY WITH 
LEGISLATIVE AFFAIRS 


Declares Prisoner Is Held 
Because of Doubt of In- 


nocence, Not Because He 
Is a Radical. 


Gov. Clement C. Young of Cali- 
fornia was asked today by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, by long-distance 
telephone, as to his intended ac- 
tion in the case of Thomas J. 
Mooney, serving a life sentence in 
San Quentin prison on his convic- 
tion of murder, in the San Fran- 
cisco preparedness parade bomb- 
ing of July 22, 1916. 

Nation-wide interest in the 
Mooney case hag been shown by 
the filing, in Gov. Young’s office, 
of petitions and documents of an 
aggregate weight of 50 pounds, 
directed toward overthrowing the 


testimony on which Mooney was 
convicted, and obtaining a pardon 


for him. Much of the matter re- 
lates also to the case of Warren 
kK, Billings, serving a life sentence 
for the same offense. 

Gov. Young, speaking from the 
State House in Sacramento, said 
that he would give thorough con- 
sideration to the documents in the 
Mooney case during his vacation 
this summer, and that the case of 
Billings was not before him. Bill- 
ings, he explained, is a “repeater,” 
serving a second prison term, and 
therefore, under California law, 
not eligible for a pardon. 

Not Sure of the Facts Yet. 

“Il am fully aware of the very 
wide interest taken in this case,’’ 
the Governor said. “A mass of 
petitions is here, and numerous 


affidavits and arguments have 
been sent to me. 

“If 1 were as sure cf the facts in 
the case aS many of the petitioners 
seem to be, Mooney would not be 
in prison now. We are _ holding 
him not, because we consider him 
a dangerous character or an agita- 
tor, or a Socialist, but because we 
are not convinced that he is inno- 
cent of the crime of which he was 
convicted. 

“Our Legislature will be in sess- 
sion until May 15, and it leaves 
behind it a pile of bills for the 
Governor to consider. The matter 
offered in the Mooney case is of 
such volume, and involves so much 
study, that I cannot take it up un- 
til legislative matters are out of 
the way. 

“T shall take the documents with 
me on my vacation this summer, 
and shall give them thorough con- 
sideration. One point I would like 
to mention now, as there seems to 
be a misapprehension about it. It 
has been stated that Estelle Smith, 
a witness in the case, has retracted 
her testimony, and that this tends 
to show Mooney’s innocence. 

“Estelle Smith was not a witness 
against Mooney. She was a, wit- 
ness against Billings. Under our 
law, the Governor cannot pardon a 
convict who is serving his second 
prison term, unless the case is cer- 
tified to him for such action by the 
State Supreme Court. Billings is 
a ‘repeater,’ hence the question of 
a pardon for him is not under con- 
sideration. 

How He Plans to Proceed. 

“When I take up consideration 
of Mooney’s case, I will first read 
the transcript of the testimony, to 
get a clear outline of the State's 
case and the defense case. Then I 
will proceed to read all matter 
bearing on the case since the trial.” 


Asked whether he would sum- 
mon any persons to appear before 
him for. questioning, the Governor 
said he had no pian for doing 80. 

Much of the Mooney petition 
matter now in Gov. Young's hands 
was turned over to him by Gov. 
whom Young succeed- 


Richardson, 
ed in 1927, and some of it had 
been before Gov. Stephens, Rich- 


ardson’s predecessor. 

The newer matter includes affi- 
@iivits of State’s witnesses, includ- 
ing admissions of false testimony, 
and new testimony tending to dis- 
credit the State’s star witness, 
Frank Oxman. Statements in

YALE DEAN AT 30 
GETS PRESIDENCY 
OF U. OF CHICAGO 


Robert Maynard Hutchins, 
Son of Berea College 
Head, Chosen to Succeed 
Max Mason, Resigned. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 26.—Appoint- 
ment of Robert Maynard Hutchins 
as president of the University of 
Chicago was announced last night 
by Harold H. Swift, president of 
the Board of Trustees. Hutchins, 
who is dean of the law school of 
Yale University, is the youngest 
president of any major American 


university. ile was 30 years old 
last January. 
Hutchins succeeds Max Mason, 


who resigned a year ago to become 
director of the division of natura! 
sciences of the Rockefeller loun- 
dation. He will assume office at 
the University of Chicago on July 
l. At present Hutchins is in New 
Haven. 

“Mr. Hutchins is a comparative- 
ly young man but his record is one 
of fine accomplishments in activi- 
ties required of a president who 
is to. be a leader in such a co-op- 
erative enterprise as the University 
of Chicago,”’ Swift said in making 
the announcement. “Probably his 
experience in administration has 
been greater than that of either 
Dr. Harper (Dr. William Rainey 
Harper, the first president of the 
university who was appointed at 


the age of 34) or of Dr. Eliot who 
was appointed president of Har- 
vard at 35.” 

Hutchins has had wide experi- 
ence in university administration, 
teaching and the development of 
research in the social sciences. He 
obtained his administrative ex- 
periences as secretary of Yale Uni- 
versity for five years, and he has 
been a teacher of law for about 
the same period, Swift said. 

Hutchins comes of a family of 
educators. His father, William 
James Hutchins, is president of 
Ikerea College. Kentucky. His 
mother, Anna Laura Murch Hutch. 
ins, is a graduate of Mount Hol- 
yoke College. A younger brother, 
Francis S. Hutchins, 26, is head 
of the Yale Extension Schoo! in 
China, and an older brother, Wil- 
liam, is master in the Westminster 
School, Sinsbury, Conn. 

The new Chicago U. head was 
born in Brooklyn. He studied in 
Oberlin Academy and Oberlin Col- 
lege and served in the United States 
Army ove in the World War. 
He receiv@g@=the Italian Govern- 
ment decoration for bravery under 
fire. He entered Yale after leay- 
ing the service and graduated in 
1919. He received his A. B. de- 
gree in 1921. 

Dr. Hutchins is a member of the 
Congregational church. He was 
married in 1921 to Miss Maude 
Phelps McVeigh, daughter of War- 
ren McVeigh of the New York Sun. 
They have a $3-year-old daughter. 


MAN KILLED, THREE WOUNDED 
IN $7000 BUFFALO ROBBERY 


Two Policemen Shot by Holdup 
Men, Sccking Firm’s $50,000 
Payroll,

BUFFALO, N. Y., April 26.—One 
man was shot to.death and three 
others, two of them policemen, 
wounded, following the holdup this 
afternoon of the office force of the 
Fedders’ Manufacturing Co. here. 

The robbers, armed with revolv- 
ers and machine guns, escaped 
with money bags containing $7000, 
part of a $50,000 payroll.

Forced to halt, the 
robbers used the machine gun, 
and under cover of its fusillade, 
they stopped a passing motorist, 
jumped into his car and got away.

Statesboro, Ga., county seat of 
Bulioch County near Savannah, 
wus the heaviest hit. The hospital 
ties reported that more than 30 
persons were dead and many oth- 
ers injured: A call came  froni 
Statesboro to the Georgia Board of 
Health for anti- tetanus serum and 
for nurses. 

Two Tornadoes at Metter. 

Metter, county seat of Candler 
County, reported 25 dead from two 
tornadoes which were accompanied 
by hail and a downpour of rain. 
One struck at 8:10 1ast night and 
the second at 11 o'clock. 

Cochran, Bleckley County seat, 
approximately 60 thiles south of 
Macon, reported five dead and in- 
juries to more than 100. 
reports from Cochran had fixed 
the death list at a greater number, 
but later reports revised these fig- 
ures.

Many persons were injured 
in this area. 

The second tornado appeared late 
last night at Metter.

CONVICTION OF

Says Federal Court Jury 
Was Right in Finding 
Mrs. Dennett Guilty of 
Mailing Obscenity.

NEW YORK, April 26.—After 
vigorous a@rgument yesterday in 
the United States District Court 
in Brooklyn, where it transpired 
for the first time that’ the obscen- 
ity complaint which led to the 
conviction of Mrs. Mary Ware Den. 
nett, Tuesday, had been originated 
by a branch of the Daughters of 


the American Revolution, Judge 
Warren Burroughs of Connecticut 
refused to set aside the verdict of 
guilty and declared the jury had 
acted rightly. 

“I have given this case a great 
deal of thought,” said the New 
England Judge, who a few minutes 
earlier had been charged with 
unconscious bias against the Den- 
nett pamphlet by Morris L. Ernst, 
Mrs. Dennett's attorney. “Noth- 
ing new has been adduced here 
today. The verdict was in accord- 
ance with the facts and a proper 
one.’ 

Judge Burrows refused to give 
Ernst the 10 days he asked for to 
prepare briefs in support of his 
motion to set aside the verdict. 
The attorney pleaded that he had 
been occupied aii tne day before 
with a birth control hearing and. 
had had no time to fortify a legal 
position which he insisted could be 
made impregnable. 

The Judge said he would sen- 
tence Mrs. Dennett Monday morn- 
ing, and pending sentence he pa- 
roled her. 


Mrs. Dennett, accompanied by 
her two sons and daughters-in-law, 
said: ‘I shall not pay any fine,

The Sni area was assumed to 
have a chance of remaining dry if 
levees of the northern § districts 
broke, thus relieving the pressure 
below. The South Quincy levee 
broke Wednesday after the river 
Stage here had dropped nearly a 
foot. 

Ever since last fall the river has 
been high and since March it has 
been above flood stage.

FOUR ACQUITTED OF FEDERAL 
PATRONAGE ACT CONSPIRACY 


Committeeman of Mississippi, 
and Three Others Freed. 


MERIDIAN, Miss... April 26.— 
Perry W. Howard, Negro, Repub- 
lican Committeeman of Mississippi. 
James G. Buchanan and George F. 
McClelland were acquitted of vio- 
lating the Federal patronage act in 
Federal court here ‘today.

Pearson, until last Mon- 
day president of the East St. Louis 
Library Board, surrendered to 
Deputy Sheriffs there today on a 
warrant charging embezzlement of 
$10,000 from the Protective Sav- 
ings and Loan Co.,. of which he 
was secretary. Officials said he 
told them his shortage would 
amount to $25,000. 
told Assistant State's 
Attorney Roberts that he spent part 
of the money for whisky and asked 
to be supplied with liquor while 
he is being held on the embezzle- 
ment charge. The, remainder of 
ithe sum, according to the officials, 
was for “family expenses.” 

Rearson disappeared last Satur- 
day, leaving a note in which he 
threatened suicide. Word was re- 
ceived soon after his disappear- 
ance became known that he had 
arrived at the home of a brother- 
in-law in Belton,, Ky. The broth- 


er-in-law brought Pearson back to 
East St. Louis. 
William E. Schrader, vice presi- 
dent of the association, said the 
audit of Pearson’s books had not 
been completed, but the associa- 
tion will be absorbed by a real 
estate and loan company and the 
loss the 200 members of the as- 
sociation, will thereby be small, 
Total assets of the association were 
approximately $80,000. 
Schrader told the Post-Dis- 
patch that Pearson had _ vbtained 
the money over a period of three

years, through various methods. 
The secretar retained, Schrader 
said, some of the payments of 


members, which he collected, made 
“loans,” in which Schrader can 
find no record of the borrower, 
and carried on the _ association 
books, as unpaid, mortgages which 
had been paid up and upon which 
he had issued releases.

CHICAGO, April 25.—Frank O.

MAIL BOXES ALONG MISSOURI 
ROADS 10 BE PAINTED WHITE 


Only Those Erected in Conformity 
to Highway Department's Sug- 
tions Affected.

Information in some ,quarters is 
that the former Attorney-General 
is reluctant to retire from the high- 
est court to undertake the task 
which Mr. Hoover has announced 
will be entrusted to the commis- 
sion—that of exhaustively study- 
ing the whole Federal judicial and 
enforcement machinery and sub- 
mitting recommendations for its re- 
organization. 

Some friends of 
have been urging him to accept 
the appointment. They think the 
work of the commission will De the 
most important of its kind in the 
history of the nation and that the 
recommendations made should con- 
stitute an enduring monument to 
its authors, 

The President regards. the law 
enforcement problem as far tran- 
scending any other now before the 
country. In his recent New York 
address, dealing wholly with this 
subject, he said that “uch a com- 
mission can perform the greatest 
of services in our generation,” 

Stone's Decision Awaited. 

Efforts of the President to in- 
duce Justice Stone to head the 
commission are thought to account 
in the main for the delay in an- 
nouncing the members. Soon after 
inauguration it was stated at the 
White House that the names of the 
members .probably would be an- 
nounced within 10 days or two 
weeks. No explanation has been 
forthcoming since as to the cause 
of the delay.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Don- 
ald R. Richberg of Chicago, an 
independent in politics, speaking 
tonight at a round-table discussion 
of “The Future of Political Par- 
ties,” under auspices of the Na- 
tional League of Women Voters, 
surprised some of his hearers with 
his thesis that there would be no 
place for a third party in this 
country until we have a_ second 

party. 

It was Richberg’s idea that the 
country is fast falling under the 
control of a Republican-Democrat- 
ic consolidation, a strictly business 
institution, which is no more con- 
cerned with propagating political 
ideals than any other business en- 
terprise. 

Richberg is the general counsel 
of the National Conference on Val- 
uation of Railroads, which was 
permitted by the United States Su- 
preme Court to intervene in the 
St. Louis & O'Fallon valuation 
case. He is one of the country’s 
leading exponents of the “prud- 
ent investment” theory of public 
utility valuation, and in support 
of that theory has appeared fre- 
quently before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and other tri- 
bunals. 

No Real Political Parties in U. S. 

“The National League of Wom- 
en Voters, exhibiting a deep sense 
of humor,” said Kichberg. “has 
apparently encouraged certain 
speakers of the evening to discuss 
the future of the Republican and 
Democratic organizations, as po- 
litical parties; although, of course, 
both of them ceased to be political 
parties long ago. The Republican 
party that rose with Lincoln and 
fell with Grant, that was auctioned 
off by Mark Hanna and given away 
by Roosevelt, has been operated 
as a private enterprise for several 
decades. The Democratic party of 
Jefferson and Jackson (fell to 
pieces in the Civil War; and neither 
the tar of public plunder, nor the 
clue of noble works has ever 
been strong cnough to stick Hump- 
ty-Dumpty firmly together again. 

“And so today we have no po- 
litical parties of any important in- 
fluence in the United States. 

“We have a couple of business 
syndicates which buy and sell gov- 
ernment in a very business-like 
way. But you would not call a 
banking house a steam railroad just 
because it dealt in railroad secur- 
ities; and for the same reason it 
seems inaccurate to call these two 
investment trusts political parties 
just because they speculate in pub- 
lic offices. 

“A political party is presumably 
an organization of voters—some- 
thing entirely different from a vot- 
ing trust. The mass of, voters to- 
day have no more control over Fe-

than the patrons of the movies 
have over the output of Hollywood. 
The Republican and Democrat 
managements are besought to put 
on a good show. But if their 
presentations are dull, or silly, or 
rotten. the audience just drifts 
around from one playhouse to an- 
other, or frequently stays at home. 
The populace doesn’t select the 
managers or the plays or the ac- 
tors. It merely patronizes the per- 
formances that please the most, or 
displease the least. 

“Perhaps it isn’t fair to com- 
pare our political rulers with the- 
atrical magnates, because regu- 
lar politicians do not try to enter 
tain us; and their exhibitions are 
seldom amusing unless their pre- 
tensions and their performances 
are compared.

“I agree with the professional | 
politicians that there is no place 
for a third party in this country. 
Of course, there is no place for a 
third party, until we have a sec- 
ond party. But there should be 
at least two, because there are 
two fundamental’ divisions in 
moral attitude and practical inter- 
est in any community. These di- 
visions should produce the two es- 
senti:l parties described by John 
Stuart Mill, as the party of order 
or stability and the party of prog- 
ress or reform. 

“Neither of these parties exists in 
the United States today. Both 
wings of the Rep-Dem _ consoli- 
dation claim to stand for every- 
thing, and, therefore, stand for 
nothing. 

“They want the rich to pay less 
taxes, but the poor to pay no more. 
They want more social control, but 
also more individual freedom. They 
want wet parties in dry houses. 
They want impartial justice hand- 
ed down by judges who  under- 
stand social distinctions and know 
who's who. They love labor or- 
ganizations, but they dislike labor 
orcanizers. “They believe in peace, 
but they insist you must fight to 
get it. Above all things, they avow 
faith in democracy and Christian- 
ity, but agrée that a” benevolent 
autocracy is the best form of Gov- 
ernment and the Christian ideals 
are wholly impractical, 

Enter “Respectable Graft,’ 

“The explanation for this - lack 
of convictions and principles lies 
in the business-like purpose and 
control of these political cerganiza- 
tions. They are frankly commer- 
cial enterprises—and a good sales- 
man is expected to vary hbs moral 
ideas and habits of living, as he 
moves around his customers. 

“But the business of buying and 
selling government, the distribution 
of rights to make laws or to break 
them, is difficult to operate in a 
high-toned way. There is the ne- 
cessity of employing a gréat many 
crude persons to bring the under- 
world of crime and the submerged 
world of poverty into co-operation 
with the underworld of big busi- 
ness and the resplendent world of 
leisure.

* ‘The present situation at Jefferson City has large 
ly resulted from an omission made when the sma!! 
loans laws were enacted. They ‘followed in the 
main suggestions made by the Russel! Sage Founda- 
tiom, which had performed the great public service 
of going exhaustively into the smal! loan evil. The 
Foundation found that an astonishing number of 
poor people were in the clutehes of momey lenders. 
These lenders were heartless. They practiced usury. 
The Foundation sought through the laws of the 
States to correct this evil, and to a considerable 
degree it succeeded. In Missouri, however, section 
16 of its propesed code was knocked out. To that 
original omission we owe the scandal at the present 
legislative session. It is a matter in which the 
State lawmakers bave time to set themselves right 
and render the wage earners of Missouri a genuine 
service. 

Certainly the State, which regulates smal! loans, 
dees not want to sanction salary buying. Neither 
does it want to sanction such robbery as charging 
small borrewers 42 per cent a year for money.

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British Trade With Russia 


Since breaking off diplomatic relations with Russia, British exports to that country 
have decreased by two-thirds; with an eye for possible recognition for Russia by 
the next British cabinet, English newspaper discusses the terms upon which the 
two countries might achieve a new and business-like relationship.

AD the Russians timed their invitation 


to the British Trade Delegation with a 
view to securing publicity they could hardly 
have done better than issue it just before 
the election. It is even possible that our re- 
lations with Russia may become an election 
issue, though almost certainly not a domi- 
nating one, as happened in the 1924 election. 
So long as the present Government re- 
mained in office it seemed rather idle te 
talk of restoring diplomatic relations, since 
it was almost impossible to restore them 
without admitting the error in having brok- 
en them off. The imminence of the election 
and the probability of a change of Govern- 
ment give the necessary reality to the dis- 
cussions. The Trade Delegation have. of 
course, nO authority to define the conditions 
upon which this or any other British Gov- 
ernment would restore diplomatic relations. 
But they have to recognize that in Russia 
this rigid distinction between business and 
politics does not exist, that the Russian 
state directly controls all foreign trade, and 
that the Russian Government can immedi- 
ately and without question direct the flow of 
business in whatever direction it desires. 

* oe « 


When the British Government broke off 
diplomatic relations in 1927 and defended 
itself on the ground that “Arcos” would be 
just as free as before to carry on pupely 
business affairs it ignored this very obvious 
fact. The Russian Government was injured 
by the manner and fact of the breach and 
has naturally made use of the power to re- 
duce British exports to Russia to the very 
minimum. It has bought. that isto gay, 
eniy such goods as textile machinery. 
which this country can demonstrably pro- 
duce better or cheaper than any ether coun- 
try. It has reduced our exports te Rus- 
sia between 1926 and 1929 by about two- 
thirds. This is the direct consequence of the 
Home Secretary's burgiarious attack on the 
Russian diplomatic safe and the diplomatic 
breach which followed. 

Mr. Piatakeff, the president of the Rus- 
sian State Bank, has now in a speech to the 
Trade Delegation told them frankly that the 
first condition of any considerable expan- 
sion of business would be the resumption 
of diplematic relations. This weuld present 
no difficulty to any probable successor to 
the present British Government. He suz- 
gested that in the five-year program which 
the soviet government are new drawing up 
there might be orders to the amount ef 
£150.900,000 to £206,.000.000 available for 
this country. But Mr. Piatakeff went fur- 
ther tn suggesting that in order to develop 
Anglo-Russian trade to the fullest pessi- 
ble extent it would be desirabie to renew 
the treaties negotiated by the MacDonald 
Government in 1924. which, of course. 
lapsed with the fall of that Government. 
Those treaties were satisfactory and busi- 
nesslike except In one particuiar—name- 
ly, that they were to be crowned by a loan 
te the Russian Government guaranteed bv 
the British Government. The loan was not 
te be made until Russia had come te friend. 
ly arrangements with the majority of Brit- 
ish crediters (helders of pre-war leans and 
owners of nationalized preperty) but even 
se wall epen to serious objection, 

The contidencs that thg Russiag Govern. 


ment will honor its debts to private traders 
rests upon experience and upon the un- 
doubted fact that the first clear case of 
repudiation would bring all Russian credits 
to a stop. But a political lean between 
Governments is quite another matter. There 
are too many loans from one state to an- 
other in the world already, and they are 
a lively source of friction and misunder- 
standing. Russia's need of foreign capi- 
tal is well understood and should be satis- 
fied. Buf it should be satisfied on terms of 
purely business kind made by business 
men and bankers. The Government which 
attempted itself to play the part of bank- 
er or investor would be leoking for trouble. 
* > > 

There are three ways by which Russia 
can obtain capital or credit. The least sat- 
isfactory would be that of the pelitical 
loan, at least until such time as the Rus- 
Sian Government is able, like other stable 
Governments, to issue loans to private in- 
vestors abroad. A less objectionable but 
possible method is that of granting conces- 
sions. Here the record of the soviet gov- 
ernment is not altegether happy. A eorre- 
spondent in our own columns hag recentiy 
given examples of the kind of difficulty 
which a foreign concessionaire is bound 
to meet with, even when working under the 
most favorable conditions which Sociai- 
ist or communist theories allow. 

By far the most satisfactory method is 
that of ordinary commercial credits. Here 
the reputation of the Russian Government 
is beyond suspicion. If. as appears to be 
the case, they need longer credits than is 
usual, the British Government could at least 
assist so far as to extend to British trad- 
ers with Russia the benefits of the exports 
credit scheme. Even so, the Russians 
may say, the rate of development will be 
too slow. But something must be left to 
time. it is possible that the Russians may 
be able te borrow money in the erdinary 
international market sooner than present 
indications sugges<.
